Baur while viewers may not like negative ads, 
they can be much more substantive, said John 
Geer, political science professor at Vanderbilt 
University and author of “In Defense of Nega- 
tivity: Attack Ads in Presidential Campaigns.” 

“Negative ads can be nasty, but you can be- 
gin to sort out differences,” Geer said, adding 
such ads force the candidates to be specific. 

Strategists look at polls before and after an 
ad is launched to get an indication of whether 
the TV spot, among other factors, is helping 
or hurting a candidate. 

Negative ads can be influential, said Joan 
Phillips, chair and marketing professor of the 
Quinlan School of Business at Loyola Uni- 
versity Chicago, based on her study of presi- 
dential election ads published in 2008 in the 
Journal of Consumer Research.

Inmates who allege abuse 
may get hearing on claims

“Girt” Burton was 21 when he alleged Chicago 
police detectives working under Cmdr. Jon 
Burge kept him in custody without charges 
for six days, beating him with a phone book, 
choking him until he passed out and torturing 
him until he finally confessed to a gang killing. 

More than a quarter of a century later, 
Burton still is languishing in prison despite 
the infamy that has befallen Burge, who re- 
cently ended a federal prison sentence for 
lying about the torture of allegedly dozens of 
African-Americans. 

But an unprecedented review by a Chicago 
law school dean has given hope to Burton and 
almost 20 other alleged Burge victims still in 
prison that they could receive another shot at 
a hearing into their claims of abuse. And more 
are still under review. 

Four inmates already have been appointed 


lawyers from some of Chicago’s most pres- 
tigious law firms to assist them, and at least 
four more—Burton included—could get top- 
notch help soon as well. The other approxi- 
mately dozen already had attorneys working 
with them. 

The development indicates that the Burge 
scandal, long a black eye for Chicago, could 
play out for many more years not just in civil 
lawsuits but also in criminal court. 

That could mean the legal tab for taxpayers 
from this blot on the criminal justice system 
will rise even further. Already, the cost to the 
city, Cook County and state over Burge litiga- 
tion has exceeded a staggering $100 million, 
according to lawyers long involved in the 
court fight. And that doesn’t include the po- 
tential $20 million reparations fund for Burge 
victims that the City Council is expected to 
debate next month.

‘Twenty-six homicides have been reported 
in Chicago so far this month—about a 
killing a day—which tops the 25 homicides 
logged in all of March 2014, ac- 
cording to a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police data. 

Fifteen homicides have been 
reported in the past two weeks, 
including a drive-by shooting that killed 
two men in Aus- 

tin on the West 
Side and a dou- 
ble homicide 
outside the Dol- 
phin nightclub 
in Logan Square 
on the North 
Side, according 
to police. Charg- 
es have not been 
announced in either case, as of Wednes- 
day afternoon. 

Separately, gunshot homicides were 
reported in the past two weeks in com- 
munities on the North, South and West 
sides, according to police informa- 
tion. Meanwhile, a 19-year-old man was 
stabbed to death March 15 in a domestic 
killing in Albany Park on the Northwest 
Side, police said. 

Seventy-seven homicides have been 
reported this year through Wednesday af- 
ternoon, up 20 percent compared with the 
64 killings during the same period last year, 
according to RedEye data. A police spokes- 
man did not return RedEye’s request for 
comment on the uptick of homicides.

Report: Pilot locked out of cockpit 


The first half of Germanwings Flight 9525 
was chilling in its normalcy. It took off from

Barcelona en route to Duesseldorf, climbing 
up over the Mediterranean and turning over 
France. The last communication was a rou- 
tine request to continue on its route. 

Minutes later, at 10:30 a.m. Tuesday, the 
Airbus A320 inexplicably began to descend. 
Within 10 minutes it had plunged from its 
cruising altitude of 38,000 feet to just over 
6,000 feet and slammed into a mountainside. 

To find out why, investigators have been an- 
alyzing the mangled black box that contains 
an audio recording from the cockpit. Remi 
Jouty, the head of France’s accident investi- 
gation bureau BEA, said Wednesday that it 
has yielded sounds and voices, but so far not 
the “slightest explanation” of why the plane 
crashed, killing all 150 on board. 

A newspaper report, however, suggests the 
audio contains intriguing information at the 
least: One of the pilots is heard leaving the 
cockpit, then banging on the door in an un- 
successful attempt to get back in. 

“There is no answer,” The New York Times

quotes an unidentified investigator as saying. 
“And then he hits the door stronger and no an- 
swer. There is never an answer.” 

Eventually, the newspaper quotes the inves- 
tigator as saying: “You can hear he is trying to 
smash the door down.” 

The investigator, whom the newspaper said 
could not be identified because the investiga- 
tion is continuing, said officials don’t know 
why the pilot left.

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THE BRASS MONKEY MANAGES ARE 
THEME WITHOUT SUCCUMBING TO KITSCH

And not necessarily to indulge 


in my delight to see those two words (I’m grimacing out of habit as I type them) 


on The Brass Monkey’s menu, but more out of skepticism. The fish sticks of my 


childhood have left a dark stain on my perception of all breaded fishy things, 


particularly of the oblong persuasion. There was something odd about that fishing 


duck on the box, not to mention the lingering smell, and though my mother will 


tell you I ate them with reckless abandon (before I knew better), I only remember 


filing them away in the “questionable” food category, next to bologna, canned 


cheese and tater tot casserole. 


But here I was at The Brass Monkey ready 
to set those past notions aside for the Atlantic 
cod “fish styx” off the ’70s-inspired munchies 
menu. The restaurant and bar, which opened 
in early February in West Town, is like a disco 
ball mated with a French brasserie and yielded 
some funky fusions and tastefully ’70s decor. 

I know, “tastefully ’70s” might sound like an 
oxymoron, but there wasn’t anything kitschy 


about The Brass Monkey, save for the bath- 
rooms, but more on that later. 


With the restaurant so dimly lit, it’s easy to 
overlook some of the subtleties, but you can’t 
miss the brass discs adorning the front door, 
the mirrored ceilings and the overlapping 


screens of brass and steel that have been laser- 
cut with circles and diamonds over the front 
windows. The floor mimics this pattern with 
muted brown and gold tiles. That, paired with 
tunes by Grateful Dead, The Rolling Stones 
and Steely Dan, my smartphone was the only 
indication that I was still in the right decade. 
Owner Marc Bushala said the concept was an 
evolution, beginning with an American bras- 
serie, but he was struggling with how to pull it 
off in the large space. It hit him while watch- 
ing “American Hustle,” inspired by the film’s 
wallpaper, clothes, music and carpet. “It’s 
such a rich period for design,” he said. “We've 
said in the past, ‘the decade that taste forgot,’ 
but it’s far enough in the past where people 
are looking back on it and saying there’s a lot 
of really great stuff that came out of the ’70s 
in terms of design.” But he didn’t want to be 
cliche, so he nixed all things shag carpet, lava 
lamps and bell-bottoms and drew upon the 
era’s more sophisticated design. The idea to 
take menu items from that period followed.

Bushala didn’t want to pigeonhole the restau- 
rant into one kind of cuisine, and the result 
is what he calls an American brasserie with 
some traditional French offerings and twists 
on French dishes. “Our version of a cassoulet 
is nothing like the French cassoulet,” he said. 
The main menu also features foie gras torchon 
three ways ($16), classic lobster bisque ($8-12) 
and squid ink linguini ($26). A separate Hits of 
the ’70s menu elevates comfort food, such as 
lamb sloppy joe sliders ($12) and a TV dinner 
($24) with salisbury steak, mushroom-port gra- 
vy, peas, mashed potatoes and cream corn. “I 
didn’t really know what would resonate most, 
but [it’s} the fact that you can go to a place and 
can go highbrow and lowbrow and have fun 
with it,” Bushala said. “Like if you wanted an 
amazing duck dish or ... you wanted tater tots 
with Velveeta, you can go either way.” 

My date and I veered toward the retro 


menu, and along with the fish sticks ($12), 

we tried the cheese ball (yup) and truffle- 
mushroom French bread pizza ($18). Those 
much-anticipated sticks were indeed fishy, 
but a little lemon and tangy tartar sauce goes 
a long way, and I didn’t have flashbacks of 

the ducky box of my past. The cheese ball 
($12), which was creamier than the standard 
store-bought party food, was served with 
Ritz crackers (how classic) and a light and 
spicy red-pepper jelly to dress it up. The 
truffle-mushroom pizza was a bed of pillowy 
French bread and arugula that I wanted to lay 
in and cover myself up with the melty cheese 
blanket. I’m sold on the throwback bites, and 
the restaurant has since expanded that menu 
with cheese fondue, balogna sliders and other 
suggestions from diners. 


The cocktail selection is rather expansive 
and still growing, Bushala said, with the help 
of the beverage director at his other bar, Un- 
titled Supper Club in River North. I told my 
server I wanted the most creative cocktail 
on the menu. He gave me the Chicago River 
Water ($12), with scotch, gin, creme de violet, 
lemon juice and honey. It wasn’t my jam, but 
I’m not one for sweet and syrupy cocktails. 
However, the Tang cocktail ($12) my date 
ordered, with vodka, lemon juice, spiced pear 
liqueur and cherry heering in a glass with the 
orange powdered drink around the rim, was 
both delicious and dangerous, as we couldn't 
taste the alcohol. Bushala said the menu 
includes cocktails from the past, either kept 
as they are, such as the vieux carre ($14) and 
the old fashioned ($12) or with an interesting 
spin, such as the Harvey Wallbanger ($12), an 
iconic cocktail from the ’6os and ’7os. The 
Brass Monkey serves its version made with 
vodka, Galliano, creme de cacao and orange 
juice garnished with a striped straw made of 
white and dark chocolate—and it tasted like 
a dreamy milk chocolate-covered orange. 
The bar also features a hefty beer list and 
house wines by Denver-based Infinite Mon- 
key Theorem, which isn’t served anywhere 
else in Illinois, I’m told. 


At the front of the restaurant is a room filled 
with boxes of vinyl by the hundreds, and 
guests can shuffle through the stacks of ’70s 
rock, jazz, blues, you name it, and pick albums 
out to listen on record players and headsets. 
Bushala said he had to reduce the size of the 
restaurant to meet zoning requirements, so 
his solution for the unused space was the vinyl 
library. “When I was a kid ... you'd ride your 
bike to the record store and spend hours look- 
ing through stacks of records,” he said. He 
hopes to have a DJ spinning vinyl soon.

The Brass Monkey is just one part of a 
larger complex that takes up a whole city 
block and includes a massive event space 
and distillery behind the restaurant.

The restrooms are one place Bushala allowed 
for some campy decor. There’s crushed velvet 
column seating outside of the individual 
stalls, which have giant burnt orange doors 
with gaudy brass handles. But before you 

get any randy ideas, there’s an escort who 
will show you to an empty stall. Do take 
advantage of the selection of colognes and 
perfumes in vintage-looking bottles, though. 


Unlike some of its neighbors in Fulton 
Market to the south, The Brass Monkey isn’t 
all fine dining by design, and it sure doesn’t 
skimp on the experience. From the decor to 
the menu to the vinyl library, each detail was 
meticulously well thought-out. It’s a bit of a 
time capsule with plenty of modern twists 
and a creative menu that’s fun for anyone 
who appreciates a blast from the past. Go 
for the fish sticks and lambwich; stay for the 
vinyl and trips down memory lane.

“the best lyricist of all time.” 

Though the singles, specifically “lerr,” 
“Easy Rider” and “Actin Crazy” are all clear 
standouts, some of the songs feel like place: 

Live track “The Passage” senins cnt 
of place, as does the meandering, ‘Fos crime 
movie-inspired blues jam “City Bay Blues,” 
on which Bronson sings. He does thar cpuite

that’s always busy on Fridays.”

PARTY GAME UTTER 
NONSENSE HAS BECOME 
COMEDIC GOLDFOR 
IMPROV GROUPS

Members of the improv troupe Redmond are 
ready to switch gears mid-act and perform 
with a thick Irish brogue, the flat monotone 
of a robot—even an orgasmic screech. What 
will they say next? Not even they know. It all 
depends on the luck of the draw. Literally. 

Redmond is one of a growing number of 
improv groups making use of Utter Non- 
sense, a new, “inappropriate” party game that 
features phrases and accents printed on hun- 
dreds of playing cards. The troupe has built a 
whole monthly show around the act of play- 
ing off whatever card randomly is drawn. 

“It’s really neat to use to get into characters 
and scenes or incorporate it into a show be- 
cause it’s like a Pandora’s box of suggestions,” 
said Redmond comedian Jamie Yates, 26, of 
Roscoe Village, who has a soft spot for the 
“Russian” card because it means she gets to 
come up with her own style of Soviet accent. 

“Do [act like a spy, a scientist from a movie 
or just the cliched Russian accent?” Yates 
asked. “Who knows? But it’s fun.” 

Co-creators Tim Swindle and Dave Mazu- 
rek—both 34, of Fulton River District—didn’t 
have comedians in mind when they launched 
Utter Nonsense. It was intended as a mildly of- 
fensive party favor in the vein of Cards Against 
Humanity. The concept is simple: Each deck is 
divided into two kinds of cards. Phrase cards 
determine what you'll say (‘I’m an Elite level 
Yelper, so yeah, I know what I’m saying about 
sandwiches”), and accent cards change how 
you'll say them (redneck, pirate, surfer dude). 

Once each player takes turns acting out his 
or her cards, a judge determines a favorite. It’s 
a modified version of the game Swindle and 
Mazurek say they started playing a decade ago 
as college students. 

“We were sitting around a campfire, tapped 
out on other games and starting writing 
phrases and accents down on paper and put- 
ting them in a hat and played it until the wee 
hours of the morning,” Mazurek said. “It was 
our favorite game to play.” 

A hangover-fueled brainstorm session at 
Schoolyard Tavern on New Year’s Day 2014 
prompted Swindle and Mazurek to turn that 
simple homemade game into a part-time job. 
Inspired by the makers of Cards Against Hu- 
manity—fellow Chicagoans who'd turned

their own throwaway college party pastime 
into a wildly successful business—they raised 
more than $15,000 on Kickstarter in August 
and published the game in November. 

Utter Nonsense’s creators say the game has 
been a hit among their target audience—the 
“politically incorrect” crowd. The popularity 


with improvisers in Chicago? That’s a bonus 


that developed through their professional as- 
sociation with Landis Wiedner, co-founder 
of Nindis Social Media. While working on a 
social campaign for the game, Wiedner—who 
also produces a monthly comedy show—dis- 
covered it was “a natural fit” for improv. 


“You've got the blind line format in improv 
where you ask the audience for a suggestion 
and sometimes the crowd feels like it’s staged. 
But there’s no way you can memorize a box 
full of cards, so we thought it’d be funny to do 
a line grab with Utter Nonsense,” said Wied- 
ner, 30, of Lincoln Park. “It gets you saying 
ridiculous things with funny accents and gives 
the audience a way to be in on the joke.” 

Wiedner helped spearhead the Utter Non- 
sense monthly show, and buzz has spread 
throughout Chicago’s improv community. 
Some Second City Conservatory classes have 
begun using it as a practice tool. Yates said she’s 
constantly loaning copies out to performers. 

“There’s really not many tools out there like 
this, and it just seems perfect for improv, es- 
pecially for beginners,” Yates said. 

Swindle and Mazurek say they now feel a 
little silly that they missed the improv con- 
nection while developing the game. 

“We actually have written in the game 
something about becoming ‘an improv all- 
star.’ So it was kind of underneath our noses 
the whole time,” Swindle said. 

But now they’re trying to correct that over- 
sight and encourage improv’s burgeoning love 
for the game through Redmond’s monthly 
show. They also signed on as a sponsor for 
next month’s Chicago Improv Festival, and 
Swindle says they are planning other future 
collaborations. 

“It’s a community we want to be a part of, 
and we’re both in Chicago, so we’re saying, 
“Yeah, let’s do it.’”
